* Report repeated from page 217 of the March 15th bulletin, as follows: "This- 
after ten and more years- brings us back to the Laing of Clipper Ship Men and The Sea 
Witch (1953). And again he is at his best in writing of the sea, and the men that mas- 
tered it. He has taken an earlier period here, with an infant merchant shipping in 
the building, while the new nation battled to sustain- or destroy- the rights for which 
the American Revolution had been fought. Adams was in the Presidency; the Federalists, 
by the Alien and Sedition laws, sought to stem attack, to silence free speech and press. 
And the new Republicans braved spiteful and sometimes violent opprobrium to hold fast 
their ideals. Against this conflict of opinion social and political, the foundling 
Jonathan- self-named Eagle- grew to manhood.

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American. His own idealism almost defeated his own ends, but he won through to victory- 

and to a heart at ease. Adventure- history- romance, all here, in a mammoth yarn that

Russell, Bertrand Simon & Schuster 
NIGHTMARES OF EMINENT PERSONS : $3.50 


A gathering of moralistic short stories by Bertrand Russell marks a different 
kind of writing venture for him, yet maintains the exhibition of his earnest concern with 
the public and private ills of mankind. There are several short pieces, the first group 
of which is based on the psychological principle that, as every passion leads to fear of 
non-fulfillment, every fear brings on a nightmare and resultant fanaticism, unless it is 
controlled by reason which, in these cases, it was not. The stories or "nightmares" fol- 
lowing are on familiar themes. For example, an encounter between the Queen of Sheba and 
Beelzebub sees her fall for his wiles and discredit Solomon from whom she has just come; 
Mr. Bowdler of "The Family Shakespeare" dreams that his wife, who has overheard the word 
parthenogenesis, goes stark raving mad when she tries to discover what it means; the 
psychonalyst's dream is that, of five Shakespearean heroes examined and cured by hin, ® 
Hamlet revolts against the boredom of mental stability with the complaint that his soul 
has been killed. Of the two longer pieces, one is a tale set in the future of the cycle 
of tyranny, revolt and liberalism ir society. The other in like vein, pursues elusive 
reason in the world today. Though some of these criticize where they don't thoroughly 
examine, they sre all provocative and, in Russell's clipped fable-ese, fun to read.

Steele, Wilbur Daniel Doubleday 
WAY TO THE GOLD $3.95 


Here is a Steele novel that comes off. He has a good story to tell, and he 
has told it with skillful plotting and execution, and with more directness in the tell- 
ing than in some of his previous tales. An ancient train robbery has remained unsolved 
through a generation, while the sole surviving robber shuts the secret of the cache be- 
hind an impenetrable silenee. His cellmate, Joe Mundy, whose very naivete has resulted 
in his being railroaded first to reform school, then to jail, is made the fall guy. 
When his pardon comes through, old Ned teaches him the litany of his secret memory of the 
road to the gold- and dies just as Joe is released. Here is the story of Joe's bumbling 
progress to his dream of wealth. Distrustful of friendship when offered, afraid of ac- 
cepting any normal offers of jobs, Joe still manages to lay his plans, and by circuitous 
routes to launch out on the journey to the gold. But meantime, his emotions have trapped 
him into romance. His spontaneous instincts have involved him in the doings of the town- 
even to becoming a bit of a hero. His suspicions have been lulled often enough so that 
he gets into difficulties with one after another of the descendants of the gangsters who 
had died for the gold. And the surprise ending- as Joe and his girl spend their honey- 
moon on the “way to the gold" - reveals unsuspected identities of the principals and a 
satisfying solution for those concerned....Here is that unique sort of western adventure 
(the setting is our Northwest) that made books like The Track of the Cat and Ox Box 
Incident and Shane stand out from the standard brand westerns. Character, plotting and 
background combine to make this holding drama. (LC:55-7006)

DESTINATIONS $3.95 


Again the double novelette volume, the first, The Hitchhiker, with an Ame- 
rican scene, and the second, The Burial of Mr. Bouvet, with a contemporary French, 
each in contrast with the other. For the terrible traffic toll of the Labor Day Week- 
end intensifies Steve's drinking, his resentment towards his wife, Nancy, and the push 
to get their children at camp in Maine - all of which causes Nancy to leave him, while 
he is in a bar, and head for camp by herself. Drunker and drunker, Steve picks up a 
passenger, is abandoned by him, discovers his wife has never reached. camp and finds 
her in a hospital where she has been taken after she has been raped. The relationship 
between them is resolved when the crime is pinned, by both of them, on his hitchhiker. 

_The other tells of the results that Mr. Bouvet's sudden death turn up, through those 
who recognize his picture in the Paris paper, the successive facts in his life, from 
his rebellion at home, to his so-called marriage, his going native in the Congo, his 
life with his mistress and as a World War II spy - along with the variety of identi- 
ties that accompanied his careers. All this from labyrinthian police work preceding 
the actual funeral.

Yorkshire once again provides the background for this story of a family feud 
that scarred the lives of all that were touched by it. In its very untouchability it 
seemed to close in emotions and understanding, so that Abel Gurney grew harder and more 
taciturn and more convinced of his own rightness as years went by; while the father 
from whom he had cut himself off held fast to the hope that reconciliation could come 
but made no step to achieve it. Abel had- according to his own lights- made only one 
misstep, when he gave rein to his passions with a lovely wild child of half gypsy par- 
entage - and brought her down to ruin thereby. Lou accepted her lifelong penance in 
silence and withdrawal, but the call of the road never left her- and their exquisite 
Belle heard it and followed Tom, and came home with her child, only to die. Nancy 
grew up wild and heedless- but her wildness was muted by her love for the youngest Ham- 
mond boy - and Nancy played her part in healing old wounds. The story is told with 
the three generation backdrop of the village, the moors and hills, and the recurrent 
accent of the Fair.

A companionable period piece returns to 1880 and joins with Jessie Montgomery 
as she makes the "far journey" from Missouri to Texas to join her husband, Edward. Gen- 
tly and protectively reared, Jessie's marriage to the Yankee-Irish carpenter's son had 
never been completely approved or accepted by her mother. Ed sets out for Texas and 
is unable to come for her so Jessie and their son Ned follow him with her Uncle Willie 
in a covered wagon. Halfway there, Uncle Willie is killed- in an avltempt to save an- 
other woman, but Jessie does not turn back and braves a wilderness route alone through 
Indian country. Ned almost dies; a drunk follows her and attacks her and steals her 
team which is returned to her by two cowboys who then assume her escort; and it is just 
as well as the horses and wagon are lost in a flash flood crossing a river. And when 
she finally reaches Mobeetie and Ed, it is to find that he has lost his claim- but a 
new future opens up for them both.... Courage stiffens this calico which is styled 
to suit women readers who will find it likable.

Hal Hingham, life insurance agent, was a flat failure, in business and in life. 
And he knew it when he was called up before Purdy, his boss. But Purdy had his own dis- 
illusions, and preached a gospel of despair. Then Hal chanced on an advertisement directed 
to failures like himself by a certain Dr. Modesto, out in Nebraska. He wrote him- and 
after a delay, got the doctor's story of his own rehabilitation and the philosophy of anon- 
ymous conformity. Almost over night Hal was a convert- and much to his dismay- a success. 
He was all things to all men, and sold insurance hand over fist, so spectacularly that the 
company had a testimonial dinner. But before this he had started trying to escape and find 
his old self, for Rose, the girl he wanted to marry, didn't go along with his transforma- 


tion. To make it more confusing, he- and Rose- kept encountering his double everywhere; 


conformity was catching, it seemed. In desperation, after flopping in his speech at the 
testimonial dinner, Hal makes a getaway- to Nebraska- and there finds the whole thing the 
figment of a diseased mind, and Dr. Modesto an inmate of a lunatic asylum, for which by 
this time the reader finds himself ready. Perhaps the intent was to satirize the whole 
trend towards conformity; the result was abysmal confusion and ‘boredom..

Hutchinson, R. C. 
THE STEPMOTHER $3.50 

In a sense this seems a simpler story- both in conception and characterization- 
than its predecessors. For that reason it may win a wider and a less critical audience. 
For those who have been his advocates in years past, this may seem not quite top drawer. 
There's a lack of direction here- and the denouement is disappointing, as if he didn't 
quite know what to do with the situation he had evolved. The situation itself is an in- 
teresting and challenging one. Catherine de Lauzun- half Canadian, half French, was at 
middle age, finding her life empty of purpose. So, when her chief, Lawrence Ashland, 
offered her marriage- on limited terms, confessing to his loneliness since the death of 
Josie, his crippled wife- she accepted. And she found it was indeed scarcely more than 
a half loaf, further complicated by the antagonism of Stephen, the son, who at 2h had 
been cashiered from the army for brutally shooting a subordinate. Stephen proved a trag- 
ic case- deeply marked by the disgrace, still more deeply marked by the morbid desire to 
mlive up to his dead mother's ideals, and trying to compensate for failure by planning to 
marry the cheap, tawdry widow of the man he killed. How circumstances put the threads 
into Catherine's hands- and how she deals with them- and saves her own marriage- makes 
for better reading than analyzing afterwards. (LC:55-7895)

THE PICNIC AT SAKKARA paper only $1.25 


A parable of modest proportions idles with the concept and conflict of man- 
the political animal- and man- the human being, and as such offers an ironic narrative 
of unexpected events and preposterous situations. The victim of these is gentle Edgar 
Perry, a professor, imported from England to Egypt where his wife Mary joins him- to 
announce her plans for divorce. Edgar, a favorite at the Court, has espoused the cause 
of bettering student conditions (they live like animals) but is assaulted during a stu- 
dent riot, saved by the Moslem agitator Musawiya who again rescues him when he is taken 
into custody after a second demonstration.: During the picnic at Sakkara, intended as a 
mark of respect for the Englishman now hailed as a savior, it is Muawiya who this time 
turns against him, and while his attempt to assassinate him fails- it is reported as 
suicide. All of this makes a man of Edgar in Mary's eyes- he assumes the glamor of de- 
spair- and her solicitude breeds a new affection which determines her decision to stay 
with him as they leave Egypt together.... All in all, an idiosyncratic venture in the 
mock-heroic- this is for special tastes largely to be acquired. (LC:55-9264 )

DRINKERS OF DARKNESS $3.50 


A third (The Consul at Sunset, The Year of the Lion) novel of Africa returns 
to the familiar topography of the earlier books- and charts- implacabliy- the dissolution 
of British colonialism. Here too, in the "sweat, heat and the hate", more than the land- 
scape is burnt out, and the handful of Enghishmen ‘iving in Mambango have known failure 
elsewhere and are for the most part morally as well as physically dispossessed. The nar- 
rative, such as it is, takes place in the few weeks which precede Christmas; the natives 
are restive and presage the weakening African acceptance of the white man's superiority- 
but the British are perhaps as simpleminded as their "wogs” and do not recognize a chang- 
ing world. There are also unpleasant incidents of a more personal nature; Mooning, who 
has married a sensuous bitch, Amy, rows with her over Plume, who now shares her bed; 
O'Riordan is dying of cancer and racked by pain; Tamlin, the boss, is bewildered by the 
many indications of faltering prestige; etc.,etc.,and the assurance of a once proud rule 
dims in a climate of defeat and decay. All of this- the lonely country here, the seedy, 
faded men and women to whom it once represented an escape- is sharply observed and com- 
municated; none of it, sere as it is, is likely to attract an American audience.

Huxley, Aldous. Harper 
THE GENIUS AND THE GODDESS $2.75 y, 


As told in retrospect by John Rivers, this stormy idyll of his youth returns 
to the period spent in the household of Henry Maartens, a sick genius, and Katy the wife 
of half his years, revives the sequence of events in which he was a by no means innocent 
spectator. Naive, fatuous, and a prude, Rivers is at first an admiring audience for 
Maartens- but is soon to suspect that his spectacular brilliance and noisy egotism feeds 
on the youth of the lovely, luminous Katy in a symbiotic relationship. Katy, called 
away by a dying mother, returns home to a husband vitiated by her absence, also at 
death's door and dependent for his recovery on the elan vital she will give him. Tuckered 
out herself, she only finds the life impulse through her seduction of Rivers, who- in 
restoring Katy- is able to restore Maartens. But other events here become increasingly 
discordant; Rivers' love for Katy is tormented by conscience; Ruth, the Maartens' daugh- | 
ter, at an impressionable adolescent age, is jealous; and finally Katy, caught up sharp- | 
ly by Ruth- is cornered by the fact that she is more human than divine and a quarrel 
leads to a fatal accident.... Huxley's first novel in seven years, and by no means sub- 
tle in its satire, this is rather a sportive speculation on the face of love and the ma- 
ny phases of passion. Not important, but there will be those who find his name intellec- 
tually fashionable, to which this theme will lend a certain fillip. (LC:55-7221) 


Phillips, Thomas Hal Harper 
THE LOVED AND THE UNLOVED * : $3.00 


Set in the frame of the release from prison of, Max Harper a youth charged 
with manslaughter, and saved by a reprieve coming when the executioner committed suicide, 
this tells the story that led up to an act of violence, and explores the psychological 
twists and turns in the life of a boy born to poverty as son of a tenant farmer in Ken- 
tucky. Possibly it is intended as a sort of variation on the theme of [he Way of All Flesh. 
The story has been written in prison as the victim of circumstances reviews his own life. 
Crippled-club-footed- his was from the start a pattern of compensation, retarded by his 
bitter resentment of Vance, ‘son of the plantation owner, who taunted and used him. He 
was schooled in sustaining this resentment and hatred by an old man at the poorhouse 
where his mother was cook. But the old man also gave him an appreciation of the things 
of the spirit - along with distrust of the rich. His chance came when he inherited his 
drunken father's job at the lumbermill on the plantation - and his chance was lost when 
he was party to a grand deception against the insurance company that paid for an opera- 
tion on his crooked foot. Here was a spiritual crippling - worse than the other, and 
when Vance taunted him with the half knowledge of what had happened, he turned on him 
and killed him. There is more to the pattern of the plot than indicated here, but the 


exploration of motives that distorted a life supplies the dominant theme. It doesn't 


quite succeed - and Phillips, in this his fourth novel (the others ublished by Rine- 
hart) still fails to live up to what we had felt was real promise. (LC: 55-659 )

Lenard Kaufman who has written very different kinds of books (Tender Mercy, 
The Lower Part of the Sky, Jubel's Children, etc.) here takes a cut at the medical pro- 
fession in the person of Victor Rossiter, and a pretty poor bill of health is rendered. 
Victor's father who had died- as he had lived- a poor country practitioner, leaves only 
the legacy of a few homilies, and it is Victor's mother who is determined that Victor 
will become a doctor- and make it pay. With a certain charm which covers for his spotty 
medical knowledge, Victor has now acquired a not too exacting practice of wealthy women, 
relies on hormones and sleeping pills to keep them grateful, and has married moneyed, 
indulgent Marjorie. The return of Marjorie's only brother- Alex- from India- has ruinous 
results. Alex has given away all his capital (this infuriates Victor) to a starving vil- 
lage, is dying of malaria (this doesn't bother him at all), and Marjorie expects him to 
save her brother. Briefed by a colleague on the handling of the case to which he is 
unequal, Victor decides to withhold the new drug which will save Alex- in so doing is ex- 
posed by Marjorie- and words- for the first time- fail him..... The high cost of low 
principles, this is a caustic but convincing corroboration.

She'll never set the world afire, but she'll give a great many readers a pleas- 
ant reading experience. There's a light notetoo often absent today, in her writing, a 
kind of sure technique, likeable characters, more or less credible- and usually original- 
Situations. fhe Lark Shall Sing is no exception. Here is a family story- and a story 
of how the younger members took hold and solved a situation which the oldest sister- not 
very old at that- thought insuperable. Both parents were dead. There was no money to 
run the old home. The year of separation, the family scattered, had seemed to solve the 
problem. And Lucille was engaged- to a man who offered security and escape from a job 
she hated. So- she wrote her brothers and sisters that the house must be sold. Their 
response was wholly unexpected. Nicholas, just out of uniform, invested his all in a 
broken motor bike- with a side car- to get there in time to stop it. Roselle, for the 
first time showing some spunk; threw up a job, abandoned the dream of glamorous London, 
and started for home. Julia virtually ran away from school- and was promptly expelled. 
And the small boys, Dominic and Simon, walked out of the aunt's home where they felt 
unwanted anyhow, and made their way home, picking up a "protector" en route. In fact 
the household was increased by eight, all told- and all eight, plus Roselle's devoted 
swain, Jeff, were against Lucille. It is an amusing and a heart warming story, at times 
a bit straining the credulity, but doing it so charmingly that the reader swallows it

Snape. Snape, unpleasant when sober and ugly when drunk, kills a man and does his best 
to ruin Philip's reputation on an old and unfounded charge which- when taken to court- 
ends in Snape's humiliation.

Her first visit to his home makes 
her the pawn of his energetic sister-in-law's plot for him to marry Joan Tussock (whose 
father's wealth comes from Potted Crabs ) and hurries her back to London. Martin is man- 
oeuvered into an engagement to Joan when along comes the Countess of Swinford who is 
scheming for a moneyed marriage for the Earl's young heir, Charles FitzHenry, and Potted 
Crabs look like a tasty dish. The Tussocks rather like the tinkle of a title and Joan 
finds herself doubly engaged, while Nancy finally gets an assist from the old Countess, 
to put Martin out of the Potted Crabs race, fromhis sister and his grandmother, and so 
eventually Cupid has his day.

THE LITTLE WALLS $3.50 ~~ 


Winston Graham, who has alternated some superior suspense stories with his 
Cornwall tetralogy, is again at his best in this form of entertainment- a drama which 
is sybilline and svelte. The suicide of Grevil Turner in Holland is bitter- and unbe- 
lievable to his younger brother: Philip and his attempt to learn the truth behind Gre- 
vil's death. Thé knomidentity but not the whereabouts of a dubious character- Bucking- 
ham- who haa been digging with Grevil in Java, is the main lead which takes Philip 
from London to Holland and finally to Italy. There he finds Leonie who had known Grevil 
and Buckingham too. Leonie's involvement with the man he wrongly suspects to be Buck- 
ingham at tirst biinds him to the real identity of the man he seeks; the knowledge that 
Buckingham had duped Grevil, and smuggled opium through him, aggravates the desire for 
revenge- and there is an ugly fight- first at sea, then in a church; but finally he 
can reconcile the motivation behind his brother's death and straighten out his own fu- 
ture with Leonie... Along with the romance here, the conflict- in which Philip tussles 
with certain fixed moralities, gives this a certain substance, and it is at all times 
a most attractive distraction. (LC:55-9230) 


Coates, Robert M. . Harcourt, Brace 
THE FARTHER SHORE $3.50 


For those who. remember Robert Coates' chilly Wisteria Cottage (1948) - this 
is again a drama of psychological deviation played out to its fatal finale at a New 
York city summer seaside resort. Anton Cormoris, a middle-aged piano-tuner who leads 
a lonely life in the rear room of a rooming house, is attracted to the waitress who 
serves him in the cheap restaurant he frequents, writes her a few sentimental letters, 
and later follows her uptown and takes her out. Edie responds to his ponderous, pro- 
tective interest in her, and this drab romance progresses to an affair- and then to a 
common law marriage (Edie has been married once and has two children- farmed out ) 
through which Cormoris attempts to domesticate her. But while their sexual relation- 
ship prods prurient memories of the past, it also arouses many doubts in the present 
for Cormoris who finds her innocence appealing, her lies disturbing, and he is often 
ridden by suspicion and latent jealousy. Their uneasy moments together drive them 
further and further apart until Cormoris puts an end to his nagging doubts and misgivings 
as he sends her "far away".... An uncomfortable and uncompromising observer, Coates re- 
cords this shabby attachment with splendid precision so that the reader, while not 
attracted to these people, may well be committed to determine the inevitability of 
their fate.

Little remained, 
but evidence of votive offerings and altars to gods, and- in later excavation- city walls 
and temples, scattered foundation lines of houses, a few gold coins- and possibly another 
town dating back to Neolithic days.... On such slender material George Stewart has recons-

~»eis the Hoover Suction Sweeper and here is the story of the family that 
refused to stand still and, in rolling with the punches, achieved an international 
name. Daniel Hoover was a tanner in Starke County, Ohio, and his son, William Henry, 
bolstered the business by making horse collars, which led to a full line of superior 
saddlery. Refusing to let the automobile ruin him, he turned to leather work for the 
cars, and when they discarded leather equipment, leather sporting goods kept the fact- 
ory and its employees going, and there were World War I contracts. Their sleeper was 
the invention of asthmatic Murray Spangler, an electric suction sweeper, over which 
they fussed and fiddled, tried to sell and found themselves swamped when a very small 
ad in The Saturday Evening Post brought them a landslide of requests for a trial of- 
fer, in 1908. Pretty soon the tail began to wag the dog until today the company is 
represented in 67 countries and employs 15,000 people. Here is how they built their 
dealer organization, developed a sales organization to counteract rumors about their 
machine, learned that servicing was a broad highway to sales, and gathered know-how 
from mass producing to mass marketing, with common and uncommon sense. A comfortable, 
carpet slipper job of reporting on big business, this is an intimate picture of de- 
termined enterprise, unquenchable drive and belief in quality products. Even women 
should have an interest in the people who changed her housecleaning habits.

Arthur Stratton's book is an interesting variation in the growing literature 
of Westerners who seek to know India. His is a very special sort of sight-seeing, for 
in the artifacts he searches for meanings and significances that reveal India, present 
and past, to him. In Darjeeling he comments on the nature of the town and hotel reser- 
vations and the Himalayas; in Calcutta, the cows, Jains Temple and Kali call for consid- 
eration. His ruminations on the Taj Mahal at Agra, a "funeral wedding cake", and on 
Fatehpur-Sikri as a portrait and tribute to the great Akbar who ruled from it are fine 
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contrasting and off-beat pieces. In the Ajanta and Ellora caves he discovers the nature 

of Buddhism; in Delhi, he passes an eventful and satisfying Holi day. A salesman in Luckow, 
a holy man and leprous child in Bombay, rajahs and Britishers all hold a message for him 
just as a stepped tank at Amber or the Jagannath Temple at Puri do.

CAPTAIN DREYFUS: THE STORY OF MASS HYSTERIA $4.00 


A re-examination of the Dreyfus affair is concerned not only with the procedures 
(or rather lack of) through which an innocent man was convicted by a military clique, but 
also with the larger issue of prejudice which was to involve the conscience of a nation 
and incite Zola‘'s famous J/accuse Intensely serious, awkward and rather graceless in his 
reverse, Dreyfus- as a Jew- was an easy victim in the wave of wishful thinking which iden- 
tified him as the writer of the bordereau sent to the military attache at the German Embassy 
in Paris, while Esterhazy, a wastrel, a scoundrel and a spy, was really responsible. Accused 
and convicted largely on preconceived guilt, Dreyfus was sent off to Devil's Island, and 
pre judice continued to blind the public during Esterhazy's trial, Dreyfus’ retrial. During 
the next years, what was at first a family quarrel among the bourgeoisie spread to other 
classes; Zola's thundering attack and trial seared the army; hysteria mounted within the 
country, and there was a tidal wave of anti-semitism; a new trial at Rennes, five years 
later, brought the same verdict- but a pardon- and the vindication was still to come... 

This 19th century case, which in the violence- and distortion- of feelings it aroused has 
a meticulous re-appraisal and recording here; it's hard to imagine though that it will

FROM ZERO TO INFINITY $3.00 


The conceptof zero is presented here not only as among the most difficult known 
to mathematics, but also as among the most fascinating and instructive for the layman. 
Very few mathematical primers match Constance Reid's for the insight it gives into the tS 
imagination, relevance, and sheer excitement of mathematics. An immensely readable little 
book, it conceives of zero as the foundation of numbers. Along with some curious puzzles 
for the reader, the author explores the growth of prime numbers, and especially the con- 
tributions of Euclid, Descartes, Euler and Fermat. The chief weakness of the book lies 
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in its slighting of the role of zero on infinite and trans-infinite number scales, 
such as those developed by Georg Cantor. One also wishes that the intellectual 
significance to man of purely abstract concepts such as zero were placed within their 
historical and evolutionary setting. Zero serves the same purpose as the first con- 
ception by the Egyptians of a non-material Supreme Being, and it must be understood 

in that light. The nature of zero as a logical quandary is scanted in the same fashion 
just where the implications of negative and positive are held tantalizingly before the 
reader. Despite this lack of balance and intellectual analysis, this remains a skill- 
ful and rewarding work.

CITY DIVIDED: BERLIN 1955 $3.95 


A report on life in Berlin as it goes on in 1955 looks back to the humble 
origins of the city as a Slav village, and follows its growth under the Hohernzollerns 
into a world city; then takes on the sad task of revealing the split city haunted by 
its status as an advance position of the West. The probing traveller found a climate 
outwardly healthy or healing, inwardly clouded by symptomatic high rates of suicide and 
sexual assault, inter-city espionage and kidnapping. He comments on the nature of the 
night life, newspapers, schools, business; on the economic interplay between East and 
West; on the contrast of life in the two sectors; on political and human tangles and 
tragedies caused by the schism. The stories of a newsboy saved from detention in the 
East for selling Western papers on a trolley that crossed the border, or of young lovers 
separated by the line, or of East Berlin children on holiday in the West suppressing 
fears of poisoning in the wake of a hostess-taster - such show the true climate of the 
city. The author, well aware of Berliner toughness and heart, still considers the 
possibility that if West Berlin were really snowed under, they might listen to the 
Eastern siren song. While he mentions the economic situation, the question of a united 
Germany, the June 17 uprising (through a photograph of the boulevard named for it), he 
does not perhaps pay them as much attention as they wuld seem to merit. His use of 
English equivalents in presenting a London occupied as Berlin is and turning marks to 
shillings and pounds doesn't have the immediacy or effect for an American audience 
that it would for the British. On the whole, this is steady reporting in a personal 
and general sense.

And so it is, that we see Churchill at the "zenith of his 
soldiering" during the last flourishing cavalry action at Omdurman; then returning to 
"re-create and vindicate" the father he had scarcely known during his first years in the 
House. The failure of the crucial Gallipoli campaign was also, if unfairly, his; the 
20's saw his strong opposition against Labour and Communism- and again not a popular 
figure in the 30's, his warnings were nonetheless fulfilled. At 66, called back to the 
Admiralty, then as Prime Minister, the exhilaration and determination of the great leader 
and the "great persuader" were at their fullest, and "it will always be remembered that 
at the lowest moment of the country's history... he somehow succeeded in raising Britain's 
name to a height which it had seldom, if ever, occupied before". The one indomitable 
man, admired and adored, the subsequent fall from grace and power in 1945 had its ele- 
ments of disbelief- also for Churchill; the next years however were filled with his 
painting, his bricklaying, and his prodigious writing until his recall. In contrast to 
this- his own full chronicle of the war years, and also to Virginia Cowles’ fuller bi- 
ography (Harper-1953)- this is perhaps just a footnote- but with its selective focus 
and sharpened insight it provides an enduring evaluation of the man and his career.

A FAMILY OF TWO WORLDS: A Portrait of Her Mother $4.50 


An extraordinary achievement this, for an Englishwoman who knew her mother's 
world only through avidly seizing on every fragment of memory, every anecdote and story 
of her mother's growing up in years which compassed the rich experience of living in 
pre-and post- Civil War, New Orleans and New England. Here is the flavor of regional 
charm, the mores of a prosperous Creole household, of a more rigid New England homestead. 
Here the personality of a gently reared, exquisite but dominant personality. "Ann Bridge” 
as her American readers know her, is a daughter of two worlds, and has explored many 
aspects of her mother's background, and of a family which reached into many channels of 
the growing of America. Her father's English family offered less of challenge, though his 
spectacular success in business afforded considerable contrast to the more conventional 
traditions of his upbringing. This is not intended as her own autobiography, though inev- 
itably as the gaily colored pieces are fitted into a whole, one gets a vivid sense of an 
aware, sensitive, inquiring child, growing up with the rich experience of "a family of 
two worlds". Her name as a successful novelist will give impetus to a book which should 
add to her usual market those readers who enjoyed Gwen Ravenel's Period Piece.

An unpredictable book, It might just click with that type of reader that 
seized upon Arabia Deserta, it might even appeal to a fringe of the readers of Seven 
Pillars of Wisdom. For here again is an odd blend of philosophy, religion, adventure, 
the mysteries of the universe. The writer was an Irishman- North of Ireland- and a 
BBC reporter assigned to the African desert at the time of the retreat. His later 
assignments took him well over the Western Front- Italy, Malta, Albania and Jugoslavia, 
Paris, Belgium, Germany, Palestine, Egypt. His reporting is of the sort rarely en- 
countered, for there is a cultural background of reference that seems- to an American- 

a contradiction of what usually emerges from "the fourth estate". There is straight 
adventure here, as he grimly attempts to win the distinction of being in the front. lines; 
as he breaks rules and visits forbidden areas; as he struggles against the red tape and 
prejudice and censorship to get his stories across. There is poetry- and drama- Faustian 
dialogue- selfsearching- philosophizing- commentary on the panorama of war and life. 

Some of it is obscure and haphazard; some of it calls for careful rereading. The title 
refers to a prophecy he saw fulfilled. And the whole comes to an end with a choice be- 
tween life and death.

Probably the definitive life of Wilhelm II, written by his official biograph- 
er, this is almost ruthless and surely relentless in its quest for historical accuracy. 
Von Kurenberg not only enjoyed fullest access to the Emperor's papers but maintained with 
him, during his last years of exile at Doorn, a very close personal relationship. If 
tendency for exaggerated fairness toward the Kaiser's policies does exist, he is spared 
nothing in his vanity, naivete, and indecision, The author loses his way where he enters 
into the depths and subtleties of character, but he grasps remarkably well all the 
Kaiser's broader impulses, as well as the parental and court influences surrounding him. 
Von Kurenberg is at his best when seizing upon the intricacies of Bismarck's schemes, the 
role of the Prussian nobility, the shifts of power within the Foreign Office, the German 
dreams of empire, the blood-ties and sociological prejudices which determined Germany's 
dealings with the world at large, and above all the interplay of forces precipitating 
World War I. With pity, and pained humor, the Kaiser's second marriage, archaeological 
putterings, and confused emotions at Hitler's rise are also described. The style is 
abrupt and formal, qualities unlikely to attract the general reader- but the book will 
stand as excellent source material.

A brief but strong credo by Germany's Chancellor gives some valid directives 
for the modern world and a warning of the pitfalls that can so easily deflect us from 
the only road towards a real and stable peace. In its breadth of vision it is a substan- 
tial addition to Harper's World Perspectives?*series. Most important, is the total world 
view. Dr. Adenauer defines it in its present tensions- the east-west conflict, nation- 
alism and the mistakes we all make in closing our minds and in trying to oppose, in one 
degree or another, a certain way of life on someone else. He discusses, too, the prac- 
tical idea of European union, the increasing responsibility being given Germany by 
trade and arms pacts with the west and the German obligation never to exchange liberty 
for any promise of unity given them by Russia.

A meticulous account of the bathyscaphe, F. N. R. S. 3, by its crew of two- 
Houot, the sailor, and Willm, the engineer- this tells of the three years of work that 
went into her successful dives. Told alternately by the men intimately concerned, this 
starts with the cooperation of Picard, after the ill fated ending of the F. N. R. S. 2, 
his sudden and solo retreat to Italy, and the appointments of Houot and Willm which led 
to close teamwork in the building of the new submersible. All the attendant headaches 
during construction, all the testing, checking, and unexpected problems that were pre- 
liminary to her first, unmanned dive; with her crew going down further and further, and 
still finding new difficulties, learning new skills and coping with assorted breakdowns, 
overhauls and refits. From coastal France, to the Mediterranean and then to Dakar and 
the Atlantic where their goal is beaten when they descend over 13,000 feet. From calcu- 
lations and hopes for the possibilities of an independent machine, unconnected with the 
surface, this tells the story of the capabilities and efficiency of their submersible 
and presents a vivid picture of the underwater face of the earth in the same ecstatic 
manner as the other reports from the Undersea Research Group.

This is the criminal casebook of California's Jake Ehrlich, a great defense 
counsel whose splasy showmanship may sometimes have obscured the essential integrity 
and intensity of purpose of the man. Self-made, Jake was to marry a Quaker girl, the 
only quiet thing in his life, odd jobbed at the same time that he entered law, took on 
default divorce cases and bootleggers in the early days. In 1929, the sex story of the 
season, millionaire Alexander Pantages’ trial on the charges of the rape of a co-ed, 
established him; he went on to defend the Hawaiian princess, Mrs. Alice K. Campbell who 
was worth ten million, madam Dolly Fine, wide-eyed and wistful Madge Bellamy after she 
fired three shots at her lover, Jane Russell and Sally Rand. He brought a breach of 
contract suit against Fritz Wiedemann, Nazi propagandist; he finally cleared Gene Krupa 
on a narcotics charge; he tried to convict his client- bluebearded Alfred Cline who 
killed a whole platoon of elderly women; and Billie Holiday, Walter Wanger, Caryl Chess- 
man figure here among the celebrities... A dapper dresser, a man of warm affections and 
generous impulses, all of this comes through along with much of the brash brilliance 
which has earned him a real reputation as well as notoriety.

In scholarly terms, and based on Arciniegas' deep interest in his subject, 
this clears Amerigo Vespucci's name of the stigma of social thief- as the man who 
stole Columbus' fire by publicizing the new world in such a way that it was named for 
him. It is a painstaking study, and the first chapters tell of Amerigo's youth in 
Florence, the social and cultural background of his family which reflected that of the 
city. The Vespucci were respected and well off; one uncle gave him a fine education; 
another, a Medici ambassador, took him to Paris; still later he was to go to Seville 
where he eventually handled Columbus' affairs. After this close contact with the first 
voyages of discovery, Vespucci began to dream of the day when he would go himself. He 
made several voyages combining trade with observations which led to the determination 
of the great land mass of South America beyond the Caribbean islands Columbus saw. 

His accounts were the enthusiastic ones of a man who was a widely interested optimist, 
different in character from Columbus whose singleminded ambition filled his actions 
with a certain stark despair. It was natural then that when Vespucci returned, his 
accounts and maps were the more widely circulated and became the basis of future knowl- 
edge. A valuable study, and Arciniegas has already established a certain following with 
his other books on South America.

Erna Fergusson has written several books about Central and South American 
countries and about the North American Southwest, the latest of which was New Mexico,(1951), 
a rather colorful commentary on its peoples and their ways of life. In the same way, this 
portrait of the country directly to our south is a widely ranging narrative that expresses 
sympathetic fascination and wonder at the widely varying aspects that are Mexico- social, 
cultural, geographic. The book follows a geographic pattern, and starts where its author 
starts, as a traveller crossing the Rio Grande border to Ciudad Juarez. From there the 
pace is leisurely, stopping to investigate and comment on each new thing. As each dis- 
trict is seen, it also brings to mind its own historical background- the Indian civiliza- 
tion of the Yucatan, and the Spanish conquest that moved west from the Gulf. In the vivid 
southern Pacific coast regions, the author is aware of the strong Indian influences alive 
today; and in Mexico City itself she finds a heartening tenacity speaking for a bright

An involving account of the June 1953 rebellion in East Germany at once tells 
a story in personal terms and implies the failure of the West to take advantage of a 
situation to help the oppressed in an Iron Curtain area to freedom. The story of the 
author, whose ideal of Menschlichkait led him into political activity when Nazism revealed 
its intent, is a suitable prelude to that of the striker-rebels. The author presents the 
strike through a number of active participants: construction workers; a youth organization 
instructress; women prisoners at Goerlitz; an electrician and teacher in Bitterfeld; RIAS 
newsman Gerald Wagner and chief Gordon Ewing; a young Soviet officer vainly seeking free- 
dom; a hated procurer for concentration camps killed by the crowd. We witness the strike 
as it forms when construction workers protest against raised quotas, as it gains mo- 
mentum in the march on the Soviet Embassy in East Berlin- and the crowd demands free elec- 
tions and a united Germany. Elsewhere, the issue of political prisoners arises and leads 
to the freeing of them, only to be jailed again for the most part. The call for general 
strike on June 17 was successful, but without long term planning and leadership, the 
rebellion necessarily subsided, leaving a tidemark in the battle against totalitarianism.

A personal story of successful evasion is related by the man who lived it. On 
one of thirteen flying fortresses that were missing after the July 4, 1943 raid on the 
French coast, John Dunbar bailed out of a dying plane onto the Island of Oleron. There, 
friendly French patriots fed him and managed to get him onto the mainland, where he set 
about trying to reach Spain. Travelling through Bayonne, facing the Germansat every hand, 
he made his perilous way to the Pyrenees and then faced another kind of danger in cross- 
ing them. In Spain, expecting freedom, he was imprisoned by the civil police but the 
wheels turned, if slowly, and he was sent back to Britain, where he lectured on evasion 
until his medical report landed him in Coral Gables, Florida. From his months of exposure, 
Sleeping on the ground and countryside, eating little, he had a permanent kidney ailment.

A careful and readable biography of T.E. Lawrence describes his life as a man 
of action and as a recluse as well as his childhood and the psychological complex that 
made him what he was. We see Lawrence above average in early life and with the benefits 
of a warm family life, emotionally undisturbed until his middle teens. There is too the 
rigorous pattern of exercise and self-imposed stoicism that wasto develop the endurance 
for which he became legendary in the desert. On what it was, exactly, that made Lawrence 
the man he became, Flora Armitage only speculates, but she does so with a clarifying 
insight that makes her observations add up. Though family relations continued deep and 
affectionate, Lawrence learned that he was born out of wedlock. Though well-built, he 
grew into a small man. Throughout his life his connections with women were limited, and 
Lawrence came to revere masculinity for its excellence in the things women could not do 
together; it is on this rather than homosexuality that the author bases her explanations 
of Law~ence's suspect friendships with Arabs. The scholar in Lawrence also contributed to 
his special genius. He walked through Syria, joined archeological diggings at Mesopotamia 
and thus found even further fascination for that part of the world. With his remarkable 
endurance and his intuition of men, it led naturally to the part he played in the Arab 
revolt. Flora Armitage reports it well, and with it, the aftermath of disappointment and 
anonymity Lawrence chose to seek in the armed forces. A perceptive and perhaps marketable 
study.

The author catches the rich flavor of 
the early games, and in his account captures the Americans touched by success, not 
only as athletes but later as #tareer, statesmen, politicians, business men, teachers. He 
tells about outstanding teams, players and plays. He shows how the East dominated the 
early days, follows the slow transition of great teams and great coaches to the midwest, 
the far west, the south. Old football players and fans never die: They love to rehash 
the old days and plays, and this book supplies a golden opportunity to refresh their 
memories. And for modern players and fans, here is a reserved seat on the 50-yard line 
as the panorama of the past goes by.

turn of phrase and idea of the original, which loses none of the stimulating qualities
